°).—(P)—The estimated toll of dead 
in last Sunday’s hurricane was in- 
creased late today to between 700 and 
800 by Howard Selby, chairman of 
the Palm Beach county Red Cross 
committee. 

Sanitary conditions were described 
as so bad in the approximately 100- 
mile square area in the Everglades 
district around Pahokee, South Bay 
and Canal Point, where most of the 
deaths occurred, that Selby said it 
might be necessary to evacuate it en- 
tirely by quarantine unless bodies 
scattered about the region are recov- 
ered and buried within 48 hours. 

Selby said the situation was 80 
acute that the Red Cross might be 
compelled to ask federal aid, declaring 
that outside financial help to the ex- 
tent of $500,000 is badly needed. 

“Anyone who disputes conditions 
there is doing the .tate great injus- 
tice,” the Red Cross chairman said. 

Conditions Called Indescribable. 

A picture of indescribable horror 
was drawn of the area by Selby. Ke- 
lief workers, he said, were unable to 
distinguish between the _ bodies of

Eula Elrod Thompson, under sen- 
tence to be executed today at the 
state prison farm at Milledgeville, 
Thursday was granted a 60-day re- 
spite by Governor L. G. Hardman. 

Governor Hardman, who had before 
him the recommendation of the state 
prison commission that the death sen- 
tence be commuted to life imprison- 
ment, announced that he had granted 
the respite to give himself more time 
study the legal aspects of the 
alleged conspiracy on which Mrs. 
Thompson was convicted before act- 
ing on the mercy recommendation. 

Solicitor General John C. Mitchell, 
of the Murray superior court, appear- 
ed before the governor and asked 
that the full penalty of the law be 
inflicted on Mrs. Thompson, basing 
his contention on the ground that she 
entered into a conspiracy with Clif- 
ford Thompson, her husband, and Jim 
Hugh Moss, a negro, to kill Coleman 
Osborn, a merchant of Chatsworth. 
He declared that Mrs. Thompson 
should be given a full pardon or else 
should be executed today in the elec- 
tric chair at Milledgeville under her 
death sentence 
ray superior court. 

Attorney A. S. Johnson, of Atlanta, 
and Tom Taylor, of Etowah, Tenn., 
submitted the plea for Mrs. Thomp- 
son’s life. They contended that the 
record in the case does not show any 
evidence that Mrs. Thompson was a 
party to any conspiracy. They read 
a confession made recently by Mrs. 
Thompson in which she stated that 
Osborn was ‘killed by the negro Jim 
Hugh Moss after Osborn had shot 
twice at the negro following a dis- 
pute over change. She said she and 
her husband, Clifford Thompson, were 
seated in an automobile some dis- 
tance from Osborn’s store. 

The attorneys for Mrs. Thompson 
asked the governor to consider the 
lack of evidence in the record to show 
that Mrs. Thompson was a party to 
a conspiracy, and pointed out the 
fact that two justices of the state sn- 
preme court have written dissenting 
opinions in the case, in which they 
stated that Mrs. Thompson was not 
in any conspiracy, and also called at- 
tention to the state prison commis- 
sion’s recommendation in the case, 
in which .it also was stated that Mrs, 
Thompson was not a party to a con- 
spiracy. 

After hearing the arguments of the 
lawyers in a hearing that lasted more 
than two hours, the governor, at 5:15 
o'clock Thursday afternoon, granted 
the respite.

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RAVAGES MEXICO 


Mexico City, September 20.—(/)— 
“A property loss of $5,000,000, rating 
river floods and extensive damage to 
erops and buildings are described in 
newspaper dispatches from Tampico 
as the result of a heavy storm which 
‘has been raging in the region be- 
‘tween San Geronimo and Tuxpan for 
several days. Petroleum companies 
suffered considerable damage. 


The region affected is on the north 
coast of the state of Vera Cruz. Wil- 
liam Green, superintendent of La 
Huasteca Petroleum company. was 
given as authority for the $5,000,000 
estimaté of damage. He was quoted 
niso as declaring that the visitation 
was the worst of its kind that he had 
geen in his 30 years in that zone. 

Heavy rains, lashed by strong 
winds, destroyed crops and Mr. Green 
said that he had seen fields leveled as 
though they had been swept with a 
scythe. Rivers quickly reached flood 
stage. sweeping bridges away and de- 
stroying numerous houses and drown- 
ing cattle. No loss of human life has 
been reported. 

La Huasteca and Fl Aguila Petro- 


leum companies suffered their losses | 
when the floods damaged docks and 
other equipment and carried away 
barges whose steel mooring cables 
were snapped by the forceful waters. 
The dispatches said that the Laja and 
Tanchincuin rivers carried cattle, 
parts of buildings and other storm 
wreckage into the gulf. 

A dispatch to El] Universal from 
Ciudad Guzman, in the state of Jalis- 
co, said that it had been raining 
there 72 hours. Roads were impass- 
able and some of the city streets were 
flooded. 

Another violent storm was reported 
in a dispatch to the same newspaper 
from the west coast seaport of Man- 
zanillo, in the state of Ciliman. A 
heavy gale pounded the harbor and 
foreed the steamer Washington to cast 
loose her moorings in order to avoid 
being pounded = against the docks.

WORK OF RELIEF 
IS BEING SPEEDED. 

West Palm Beach, Fla., September

relief was speeding to the district from 
every direction. 

Food, clothing, medical supplies and 
building material was hauled into the 
stricken Lake Okeechobee area by 
train and boat, while trucks and other 
conveyances continued their missions 
of mercy to the injured and sick or 
brought the dead out for burial.

The Wall street level will 
be used for taxicab stands, for the 
delivery of baggage and mail and for 
the transfer of all heavy traffic of 
this nature.

Through the location of the three 
viaducts it will be possible for ve-

To him all prisoners of the state are ‘“‘hardened criminals,” and he 
resents the fact that they are not kept in solitary confinement—the fact 
that they are permitted to play baseball and other games—the fact that 
they are not made to labor hard ten hours a day—in short, he resents 
the fact that they are treated decently, and he thinks this encourages 
crime. 

If we assume that decent treatment of prisoners encourages crime, 
then we must assume that the man about to become a criminal says to 
himself: “I'll probably be caught, and probably convicted, but the pun- 
ishment won't be severe and the profit is worth the risk.” 

But criminals are much like you and me; and if you and 1 were plan- 
ning a crime, we wouldn’t give much thought to the punishment for we 
wouldn’t expect to be caught. 

What is more, comparatively few of the prisoners of the state are

Upsets Mark Season.

New York, September 20.—With 
the ending of the United States na- 
tional singles championship at For- 
est Hills the amateur lawn tennis sea- 
son came virtually to a _ elose. 

There remain’ the professional 
championship, which for the first 
time in the history of the game will 
be played on the turf courts of the 
West Side Tennis elub, Forest Hills. 
N. Y¥., and a few local tournaments 
throughout the country. 

But with the winning of the na- 
tional title by Henri Cochet the in- 
terest of the players, officials and 
fans turns to the annual rankings, 

It is exceptionally diffieult to pick 
a first 10, representing the players 
of the world this year. Never has 
there been a season with so many up- 
sets in tournament play. 

Only one player stands out above 
all the others, and he is Cochet, win- 
ner not only of the national singles 
championship, but hero of the Davis 
cup challenge round in Paris.

one amateur, the other professional,

The market opened steady at a de- 
cline of 5 to 12 points and showed net 
losses of about 10 to 16 points in 
early trading under southern selling 
and liquidation, while there may have 
been some selling on better weather 
reports. October eased off to 17.52 
and March to 17.49 before the decline 
was checked, but hedging tapered off 
after the first hour and rather a 
steadier undertone developed during 
the afternoon on talk of a more active 
mill demand for forward shipment, 
combined with the reports that the 
tropical storm had caused heavy dam- 
age to cotton in parts of Georgia and 
the Carolinas. 

Bullish Comment. 


There was also some bullish com- 
ment on the comparatively low temper- 
atures shown in central belt sections 
on the advance which extended to 
17.77 for October and 17.73 _ for 
March, or about 9 to 13 points net 
higher. The demand, which was at- 
tributed partly to the trade, but more 
largely to covering, tapered off around 
these figures, however, and the mar- 
ket lost 8 to 10 points of its gains 
in late trading. 

October Selling. 


There was extensive selling of Oc- 
tober contracts by trade interests, be- 
lieved to be in liquidation of long ac- 
counts and the relatively easy ruling 
of the near month, had rather an un- 
settling effect on the later deliveries.

prices showed gains of 4 to 9 points. 

The market advanced six to nine 
points soon after the opening in sym- 
pathy with Liverpool cables, declined 
16 to 17 points, rallied 23 to 24 points 
and at the end lost 7 to 9 points on 
realizing. 

Liverpool was two to four points 
better than due and first trades here 
were 3 to 7 points up and quickly ad- 
vanced to 16.96 for October, 17.10 for 
December and 17.10 for January, 6 to 
9 points above the previous close. 

Hedge selling was attracted and 
prices declined 16, to 17 points from 
the highs. The drop was aided also 
by speculative selling by ring traders 
based on prospects for favorable 
weather and offerings of spots at a 
lower basis in interior. markets. 

After midsession the market became 
firmer and trading was more active 
on reports of cotton damage in the 
eastern belt by the storm. The de- 
mand, particularly from shorts cover- 
ing, carried October to 17.04, Decem- 
ber to 17.17 and January to 17.16, 23 
to 24 points up from the lews aud 
16 to 17 points above the previous 
close,

UNSUUND CREDIT 
PRACTICES FLAYED 


Gary, Ind., September 20.—(#/)-—- 
The conviction that persons who have 
followed unsound credit practices must 
themselves shoulder the blame when 
they “get burned” and not attempt to 
shift it to someone else was expressed 
today by Roy A. Young, governor of 
the federal reserve board, in a speech 
before the annual convention of the 
Indiana Bankers’ association. 

Reviewing the work of the federal 
reserve board and the credit situation 
of the country, Young declared the 
reserve system had assets of around 
$1,.000,000,000, aud added: 

“Miscaleulations as to the future 
always have and perhaps always will 
occur with the banks and the business 
public and that is one of the reasons 
why we need reserve banks, in other 
words, institutions which enable the 
public to adjust their miscalculations 
in an orderly and systematic way. 

Many Factors. 

“So many factors have’ an influ- 
ence on banking tht it is a mistake 
to arrive at the conclusion that the 
federal reserve system alone, through 
its policies, makes ercdit situations. 

“It is reasonable to believe from 
what I have cited that conditions, 
over meny of wh.ch the system has 
ne control, form the basis of reserve 
bank credit policies and rates. 

“Many people in America seem to 


| be more concerned about the present 


situation as developed. These practices 
will in time correct themselves, and if

“Great concern is expressed over 
the mystery of federal reserve poli- 
cies.

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Packard Motors sensationally 
active and stock sears as result 
of successful factory tests with 
oil- burning airplane motor. 
Young’s address is explained. 


New York, September 20.—Stocks 
opened irregular in spots reflecting 
uneasiness in some quarters over the 
money situation and outlook; how- 
ever, the outstanding feature of the 
stock market during the first three 
hours was pronounced strength and 
activity in neral Motors, Packard, 
Woolworth, some coppers and some 
oils, many public utilities, many spe- 
cialties. In the late trading selling of 
stocks indicated increasing uneasiness 
over money. 


General Motors during the early 
trading made a new high for all time 
at 212 1-4 against the new high of 
211 1-2 established early in the week. 
Some idea may be had of the mar- 
ket’s pace from the fact that Gen- 
eral Motors was being quoted at 210 
on the tape when it was selling at 
212 on the stock exchange floor. 


Packard Is Active. 


Packard was sensationally active 
and strong with professional traders 
and the big outside public scrambling 
to buy the stock on the report that 
the company has control of a perfect 
Diesel engine for its new flying ma- 
chine department, according to the re- 
port, the new engine burning oil in- 
stead of gasoline permits 25 per cent 
further flight with the same weight 
of fuel, eliminating ignition and car- 
bureter troubles. 


Steel common was one of the soft 
spots throughout the day despite the 
week’s highly favorable trade reports. 
While steel common was being heavily 
sold there was active b ying in Colo- 
rado Fuel and Iron ddding to the 
day's unusual stock market feature. 


Money was again uppermost in dis- 
cussion, in financial circles, with call 
Jjoans renewing at 7 1-2, advancing 
firs, to 8 and in the last hour to 9, 
then 8 1-2. The banks called 3$30,- 
000.000 loans the first two hours 
making $80,000,000 of loans called 
the past three days. 

Loans for 30, 60 and 90 days were 
limited with 7 1-4 per cent the ruling 
rate. 


Money brokers predict 71-2 per 
cent for time money in the near tu- 
ture. But the big news of the day 
as a result of existing money market 
conditions was the talk made by Gov- 
ernor Young, of the federal reserve 
board at Washington, to the annual 
convention of the Indiana Bankers’ 
association, held at Gary. While 
speaking to Indiana bankers, Young 
undoubtedly meant what he said for 
Wall street and the country as a 
whole. 

Some Wall street people understood 
the Young talk as a warning. Others 
accepted it as decidedly rea®suring 
and went ahead merrily bidding up 
the price of stocks to new high rec- 
ords for all time. 

Undoubtedly the Young analysis of 
the existing banking credit, money 
and stock market situation and out- 
look may be interpreted more ways 
than one. For example, in his open- 
ing remarks he says: “Many people 
in America seem to be more con- 
cerned about the present situation

than the federal reserve system jis.” 

That undoubtedly is reassuring com- 
ing from the head of the country’s 
banking system. But then Young 
quickly added: “If unsound credit 
practices have developed, these prac- 
tices will in time correct themselves, 
and if some of the over-indulgent get 
burnt during the period of correction 
they will have to shoulder the blame 
themselves and not attempt to shift 
it to someone else,” meaning that if 
the stock market gets into trouble be- 
cause of reckless over-speculation it 
cannot place the blame on the shoul- 
ders of the federal reserve. 

Later Young pointed out that the 
banke of the country have built up a 
credit structure “on inverted credit” 
and reaches final conclusion that the 
danger of heavy rediscounting by 
member banks at the federal reserve 
to meet seasonal conditions between 
now and the end of the year will in 
itself eliminate danger. In one breath, 
as many people in Wall street un- 
derstood him, Young says everything 
is all right and in the next that the 
stock market had better watch its 
step if it wants to keep out of trouble, 
reaching the final conclusion that 
danger will be eliminated by danger. 

Trading in stocks on the New York 
Stock Exchange for the year up to 
the middle of this week shows a to- 


2,500,000 shares more than the total 
turnover for the full 12 months of 
1927 which was a new high record for 
any full year. Total turnover for the 
year 1927 was 576,990,875 shares, 
against 449,103,253 for the full 12 
months of 1926, 452,211.390 for 1925 
and 282,032,923 shares for 1924. 

Following the war and post-war de- 
flation period starting in 1920 the 
stock market began to recover slowly 
from the low level of 58.35 established 
June. 21, 1921, for the average price 
of 50 representative shares, half rails 
and half industrials. ‘The upward 
price movement in the stock market 
continued slowly © the next two 
years, the low fot 1922 being 66.21 
and for 1923, 11.15. ‘The real bull 
stock market started in 1924 with the 
price Jevel at 82.26 when it became 
evident that there was a period ahead 
of the greatest abundance of easy 
money. For 1924 a new high for all 
time was established for the average 
price of 50 stocks on December 381| 
at 107.23, against the previous high 
of 101.51 made November 2t, 1916, or} 
during the wildest days of the “war 
baby” stock market boom. For 1925 
another new high was made at 128.21 
on December 28S. ‘There was a break 
of 30 points in March of 1926 follow- 
ed, however, by a resumption of the 
bull stock market with the average 
on December 20 at a new -high of 
142.35. Since then the bull market 
has been growing in breadth and 
strength with 1927 seeing a new high 
average price at 185.47 and Tuesday 
of this week a high for all time at 
207.62, and with the volume of trad- 
ing for eight and one-half months of 
the year larger by 2,500,000 shares 
than for the full 12 months of 1927, 
which was a high record,
